ROUGH ON MEN 


In Earlier Days 


In former times, when the town butcher or 


farmer himself dressed and cured the meat for 
the community, he could not always tell how 
it would turn out. 


His methods were crude; partly traditional, 


partly guesswork. His tests were few and 
inconclusive. 


Meat packing of today, as carried on by 


Swift & Company, has changed all that. It is 
scientific.
